Tiger Statistics For Eight Games 

Throughout the IMS season, the Tigers have alternated with wins 
and losses. In the season's curtain raiser. Port Hays State walked 
over the Kansas Wesleyan Coyotes 34-0, and the next week end they 
took a 55^0 trouncing from Kansas State. Following that game, the 
Tigers won over their first conference foe, Southwestern college, 14-0, 
and then dropped the next one to Pittsburg State 26-7. After that 
loss the Tigers faced the St. Benedict's Ravens and ended up on top of 
a 32-20 score, but the following tussle with Colorado college found Fort 
Hays State behind 7-19 when the final gun sounded. The following 
week it was the Tigers' turn to win, and they upset all the dope sheets 
by winning over Emporia State 9-0. Last week they fell to Washburn 
13-34. 

In the eight games played. Tiger left halfback Jack Hague, who 
was all -conference and received Little All-American honorable men- 
tis, again leads Fort Hays State statistics. 

In yards from scrimmage, the red-headed runner has carried 86 
times for a net gain of 420 yards. Right halfback “Getty” Mata! is 
next with a net yardage of 327 in 59 carries, 

Hague and quarterback Marion Schmidt are the passing leaders 
for Fort Hays State, Hague has completed seven out of 20 throws 
far a gain of 64 yards, and Schmidt has connected with nine passes 
out of 37 for a 114-yard total. 

On the receiving end of the passes, Hague and right halfback Rex 
Marxmililer have each caught four. The four snagged by Marxmiller, 
two of which were touchdown passes, netted a total of 36 yards. 
Hague's passes totaled 110 yards. 

On the punting side of the ledger, Hague has punted 19 times fo>* 
a total f 707 yards and an average of 37 yards a punt while Schmidt 
has 16 punts to his credit for a 580-yard total and an average of 36 
yards a punt. 

“Cotty” Matal has c tossed the double stripe three times and has 
converted 11 extra points out of 13 attempts to lead the Tiger scoring 
with 29 points, Hague haa hit pay dirt four times for a total of 24 
points. 

Complete team totals for Fort Hays State in eight games played 
show 401 carries from scrimmage for a net gain of 1,695 yards. The 
team has completed 21 out of 73 forward passes for a 255-yard net gain, 
making a total gain of 1,950 yards in 474 plays. The Tigers have punted 
60 times for a total of 2,040, They have made 17 touchdowns and have 
made 13 out of 17 tries for the extra point, bringing their total to 117 
points in eight games this season, counting the safety scored against 
Emporia.
